9. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A developing device, comprising: 
a stirring roller having stirring blades fewtmmg-a rranged to stir a developer; 
a developing roller for transf e rring arranged to transfer the developer to an electrostatic 
latent image; 

a control member for con t r effing ■■the -arranged to control an amount of the developer 
transferred to the electrostatic latent image by satd-the developing roller; and 

a reflux plate fof-flcwmg- atranged to flow back excess developer by controlling of said 
control member to said stirring roller JM} 

wherein one end portion of said reflux plate is disposed in i-be-a vicinity of tke-an outer 
periphery of said stirring roller, and part of the developer stirred by said stirring roller flies 
toward said reflux plate, 

.said one end portion of said reflux plate is disposed above 
tbe-afly peak point in the-a. vertical direction of said one end portion of the developer provided 
by a rotation of said stirring roller, 

wherein said one end portion of said reflux plate is disposed at a position where a plane 
passing through the-arotation center axis of said stirring roller crosses said reflux plate at right 
angles, and 
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wherein an inclination angle of said reflux plate is larger than an angle of repose of the 
developer. 

10. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The developing device as set forth in claim 9, 
wherein the developer eertaifts- inc l udes magnetic powder having an average grain diameter of 
65 um or smaller and toner having an average grain diameter of 7.5 um or smaller. 

1 1 . (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The developing device as set forth in claim 9, 
further comprising; 

a developer supplying portion i9f-s^ph4«frarranged to supply the developer, 

wherein said stirring roller is disposed between said developer supplying portion and said 

developing roller, and 

wherein said one end portion of said reflux plate is disposed in the-a_vicinity of the-an 

outer periphery on said developer supplying portion side of said stirring roller. 

12. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The developing device as set forth in claim 1 1 , 
wherein the developer een^ws-inc ludes magnetic powder having an average grain diameter of 
65 um or smaller and toner having an average grain diameter of 7.5 um or smaller. 

13. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) An image forming device, comprising: 

a developing device fef-devet^Htg- an-an ge-d to develop an electrostatic latent image 
including: 

a stirring roller having stirring blades fef^steHflg -arranged to stir a developer; 
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a developing roller fef-tfaftsfefattg- arranged to transfer the developer to an electrostatic 
latent image;

transferred to the electrostatic latent image by saM-the developing roller; and 

a reflux plate fef^tewtftg-a n'an g ed to flow back excess developer by controlling of said 
control member to said stirring n>Iler,f{-; H 

wherein one end portion of said reflux plate is disposed in fte-avicinity of th-e-an. outer 
periphery of said stirring roller, and part of the developer stirred by said stirring roller flies 
toward said reflux plate; and 

an image forming unit fer^^mng -arranged to form on a sheet an image developed by 
said developing devicej^t}-} 

ehcffaeter-Ke d in th -a^-wherein said one end portion of said reflux plate is disposed above 
the-afly peak point in tfe&-a_ vertical direction of said one end portion of the developer provided 
by a_rotation of said stirring roller, 

whe rein said one end portion of said reflux plate is disposed at a position where a plane 
passing through tbe-arotation center axis of said stirring roller crosses said reflux plate at right 
angles, and 

wherein an inclination angle of said reflux plate is larger than an angle of repose of the 
developer. 

14. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The image forming device as set forth in claim 13, 
wherein the developer eentams- inc lodes magnetic powder having an average grain diameter of 
65 urn or smaller and toner having an average grain diameter of 7.5 urn or smaller. 
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15. {CURRENTLY AMENDED) The image forming device as set forth in claim 13, 
wherein said developing device further includes a developer supplying portion fer- 

sup^ying- arrang ed to supply the developer, 

wherein said stirring roller is disposed between said developer supplying portion and said 
developing roller, and 

wherein said one end portion of said reflux plate is disposed in the-avicinity of tfce-an 
outer periphery on said developer supplying portion side of said stirring roller. 

16. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The image forming device as set forth in claim 15, 
wherein the developer contains include s magnetic powder having an average grain diameter of 
65 jam or smaller and toner having an average grain diameter of 7. 5 um or smaller. 
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
